Consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Petit 
Juries in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Laws relating to Petit Juries in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Julies Act Short Title. 
(Ireland), 1867.” 

2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. Act™* ° E 

10 3. In this Act and the Schedules annexed hereto the following luteprcta- 

Words shall be respectively construed as herein-after defined, . 
unless there be something in the Subject Matter or Context 
repugnant to such Construction or Definition ; that is to say :

20 Offices ; all Poor Law Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors, Inspectors 
and Sub-Inspectors of National Schools, Prisons, and Eactories; 
all Medical and Surgical Practitioners duly registered and actually 
practising; all Apothecaries actually carrying on Business, and 
duly certified by the Court of Examiners of the Governor and 
25 Company of the Apothecaries Hall of the City of Dublin or of the 
City of London ; all Officers of Her Majesty’s Navy or Army on 
Eull Pay or on active Service ; all Persons employed and acting in 
the Service of the Police, Constabulary, Customs, Excise, or Post 
Office ; all Sheriffs, Under Sheriffs, and Sheriffs Officers ; all Town 
30 Clerks, Parish Clerks, and Clerks of Petty Sessions, and their . 
respective Deputies ; all County Surveyors, County Treasurers, and 
Secretaries to Grand Juries, and their respective Deputies, Clerks, 
and Assistants ; all Notaries Public, and Commissioners for taking 
Affidavits for any of the Superior Courts of Law or Equity ; all 
35 Masters of Vessels in actual Employment, and duly licensed Pilots ;

And whereas it is desirable in certain Cases to confer npon Power to 
the Chairman of Courts of Quarter Sessions a Power of postpon- clurtTS 
ing the holding of Sessions or Courts of Eevision beyond the Day Quarter 
appointed therefor : Be it enacted, That if, during the holding of 
5 the Sessions or Courts of Eevision in any Town or Place, it shall Session"! 
appear to the Chairman that the Business of the Sessions or Courts 
of Eevision in such Town or Place is not likely to he concluded 
before the Time appointed for the holding of the Sessions or Eevision 
Court in the next Town or Place, it shall he lawful for the Chair- 
10 man in open Court, by "Writing under his Hand, stating the 
Grounds of Postponement, to postpone the opening of the Sessions 
or Court of Eevision in the next Town or Place, or all or any One 
or more of the succeeding Towns or Places, to such Time as he shall 
name in such Writing, not exceeding for any Town or Place Two 
15 Days from the Time originally appointed for the holding of the 
Sessions or Eevision Court therein ; and the Time so named shall 
thereupon be the Time for holding such Sessions or Court of Eevi- 
sion to all Intents and Purposes as if the same had been the Time 
originally appointed therefor ; and it shall be the Duty of the Clerk 
20 of the Peace, by registered Letter through the Post Office, to notify 
such Postponement to the Clerk of Petty Sessions in such Town or 
Place wherein the holding of the Sessions shall he so postponed ; 
and the Clerk of the Peace shall forthwith, on the Eeceipt of such 
Letter, cause public Notice of the Postponement to be posted on 
25 some conspicuous Part of the Court House. 



17. The Clerk of the Peace of every County in Ireland shall, Preparation 
on or before the Twentieth Day of December in every Year, cause 
to be printed a complete and true Copy of each of the said Lists, “ Special 
so revised and signed as aforesaid (each of said Copies to be 
30 printed in a separate Book), that is to say, of the “ General List of 3 & 4 ‘ w 
Jurors ” and of the cc List of Special Jurors,” and shall certify each c.

If any “Jurors Book” or “ Special Jurors Book ” shall be 
found to contain any Name which ought not or to omit any 5 
Name which ought to appear therein, it shall he lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Court of Queen’s Bench in Dublin, or for any Judge 
of the said Court, upon Complaint thereof, made upon Oath of 
the Eact by any Person whomsoever, to order any or every Sheriff, 
Clerk of the Peace, or Clerk of a Union, or any or every other 10 
Person or Persons who shall have prepared or taken part in pre- 
paring such “Jurors Book” or “ Special Jurors Book” to attend 

in Person before such Court or Judge, and then to produce all or 
any Documents in the Custody, Possession, or Procurement of any 
such Person which such Court or Judge shall require ; and if upon 15 
Inspection of the said “ Jurors Book ” or “ Special Jurors Book,” 
and Examination of the said Persons and Documents, or any of 
them, any Defect or Defects, Error or Errors, shall be found in 
the said “ Jurors Book” or “ Special Jurors Book,” the said Court 
or Judge shall order the same to be corrected or amended, and 20 
such Correction or Amendment shall be forthwith made and signed
